Thomas Cariyle ip bis history of the 
French revolution gives a description 
of a naval battle June 1, 1704, off 
Brest betiveen Villaret-Joyeuse,” in 
command of the French fleet, and Ad- 
miral Howe, in which he vividly de 
picted the sinking of the Vengeur.
